He thus added not only to the beauty of the world, but to the 
fruit grower, the wealth of the world, and the health of people generally. 

Canada, too, has its plant wizard in the person of Dr. Saunders, the 
creator of Marquis wheat. About Iwenty-flve years ago Dr. Saunders, after long 
and painstaking experiments, succeeded in crossing a kernel of wheat from 
the shores of the Baltic with another kernel of wheat from the foothills of the 
Himalayas and thereby created a new type which produced a larger yield 
per acre, made a whiter flour, and ripened In loss time and Uius avoided 
damage from frost. This now wheat was named Marquis, .and from the one 
kernel of only about twenty-five years ago, there Is now harvested around 
four hundred million bushels annually. Dr. Saunders’ work has meant hun 
dreds o£ millions of dollars to Canada wltliin the life of the pre.sent genera¬ 
tion. '

where only one grew before. The name of Seager Wheeler Is a household 
word In the farm homes of this country. He has shown how the finest wheat 
in the world, the wheat which year after year captured the world’s first 
prize, can be grown. He has demonstrated the metliods to be follow'ed, and 
has proven how profitable good farming and proper cultivation and seed 
selection Is as compared with careless and indifferent cuKivation, the use of 
poor seed and" poor farming In general. Seager Wheeler is now' engaged In 
demonstrating that apples, pears, plums and other fruits can bo successfully 
grown On the prairies of Western Canada.

Because history shows that In the 
course of time economic considerations 
will Invariably prevail over patriotic] 
sentiment. While we cannot hope to 
outstrip our powerful neighbor, we 
can come much nearer creating oppor¬ 
tunities for our own peeple at home 
than we are doing at present and thus 
arresting the debilitating leak of our 
preciou.s, vital assftt and stifling the In¬ 
feriority complex wo have uncon¬ 
sciously created in our public mind, 
which cannot be without Its important 
influence upon the Individual decision 
leading to southbound migration. 

It Is useful to arrive at a clear ap¬ 
preciation of the general economic 
effect of an enlarged agriculture. The 
average person readily gives Intellec¬ 
tual assent to the time-worn phrase 
that agriculture Is the "backbone of 
the nation,” but usually without posi¬ 
tive conviction or any adequate con¬ 
ception of the fundamental facts of the 
case. It Is generally a mere figure of 
speech. It Is, therefore, well to con¬ 
sider briefly to what extent agriculture 
has been responsible for Canada’s ma¬ 
terial progress.

The to¬ 
tal savings to farmers that have re¬ 
sulted are not easy to calculate, but 
probably two million dollars less has 
been paid by farmers for U.GXl. twine 
than tliey would liave had to pay un¬ 
der conditions formerly -prevailing, 
and still prevailing to a certain ex-| 
tent In parts of the country whore 
there Is no competition from farmers- 
organizations In the handling of twine. 
But that Is only a part of tho saving 
to tarmtrs, because this competition 
has brought about a lower scale of 
prices on twine nil over the country, 
resulting In savings of many millions. 

More than two million dollars’ worth 
of farm supplies are handled each year 
by United Grain Growers. Besides 
binder twine one of tho largest items 
Is flour and feed, of which last y

The value of this was 1308,433, and 
during the past five years.flour and 
feed to tho value of over $1,680,000 
have been distributed.
